PEACETIME CURB ON PRESS 
PROPOSED IN FRENCH BILL 


PARIS, June 5 (AP) —A bill 
which could virtually stifle press 
criticism of the De Gaulle. gov- 
ernment has been introduced in 
the National Assembly. Its legal 
purpose is ‘‘to protect the morale 
of the army.” 

The proposed law would make 
it a crime in time of peace to 
act in such a way as ‘“‘to cast 
doubt on the rightness of the 
cause which the army serves un- 
der the orders of the govern- 
ment.” Broadly interpreted, this 
could include criticism of any 
government action. 

The bill would apply not only 
to the French press but to any 
foreign journalist writing on 
French territory.

Eyes Turn to Khrushchev.

Times reported that Premier 
Otto Grotewohl and Walter UI-| 
bricht, first secretary of the 
East German Communist party, | 
will fly to Moscow on Monday | 
for talks with Premier Khrush- 
chev. The presence of the East) 
German puppet leaders will give | 
Khrushchev an opportunity to. 
blow either hot or cold. He can | 
promise a separate East Ger-| 
man peace treaty, which would 
precipitate a new crisis over | 
West Berlin, or he can put a/| 
look of reasonableness and pa- | 
tience on the visit. 

Adenauer is the target of the 
most violent propaganda out of 
Moscow. His opposition to any 
change in the status of Berlin 
is well known and he is accused 
of dictating Western policy. 

The internal upheaval in West 
Germany takes precedence for 
the moment over the cold war 
aspect of Adenauer’s decision. A 
large majority of his party favor 
Erhard and they will not accept | 
Der Alte’s change of mind over | 
the presidency without a strug- 
gle which may be bitter and 
disruptive. 

For one thing the Christian 
Democrats will be left without a 
candidate for the presidency. 
What precipitated the old Chan- 
cellor’s decision to surrender the 
chancellorship was Erhard’s re- 
fusal to be kicked upstairs into 
the presidency. Adenauer’s pow- 
er was definitely weakened when 
that maneuver failed. 


Washington Visit Recalled. 

When he was in Washington 
last week for the funeral of John 
Foster Dulles, Adenauer was 
asked about the report carried 
by the New York Herald-Tribune 
News Service that he might 
change his mind. He described 
it smilingly as unlikely fiction. 
It was noted, however, that he 
did not in so many words deny 
the report. 

During his visit Adenauer saw 
a great many high officials, in- 
cluding President Eisenhower 
and Vice President Nixon. With 
the consummate skill that is his, 
he impressed them all as one 
who at 83 was still in full pos- 


ropean unit and the six-nation 
European community. 

Erhard is believed to have the 
backing of the Ruhr industrial- 
ists.

It is quite according to form that Foreign 
Minister Gromyko should initially reject this 
proposal and renew his demand for a “free 
city” of West Berlin with Soviet troops join- 
ing the Western garrison. As he well knows, 
this is as unacceptable to the West as a Soviet 
backdown would be to Moscow. The impor- 
tant thing is whether the two sides are ready 
to take the next essential step of negotiating 
some compromise between the two plans. It 
is heartening, at least, that no more talk is 
heard of grandiose packages. The issue is 
now Berlin. 

In a very large sense, the problem is to 
find a formula for regularizing a situation 
which neither side is now ready to have al- 
tered. East and West Berlin are not going 
to be united in the immediate future, and 
West Berlin will continue to exist inside a 
Communist East Germany. How to acknowl- 
edge these facts without actually admitting 
them, and to embody them in an agreement 
which makes possible the survival of West 
Berlin as a free community? 


Bringing under control the use of both sec- 
tors as bases for propaganda and psychologi- 
cal war would be a great step forward. So 
would the fashioning of some new form of su- 
pervisory administration which moved toward 
neutralizing Berlin until it can resume its his- 
toric role as capital of a unified Germany. As- 
s?ciating the United Nations in the administra- 
tion would contribute much to the latter end, 
and we hope the Western negotiators have 
not closed the door to such a solution. 


Symington Out West 


Senator Symington has now completed the 
ceremonial speaking tour of California which 
is a present-day imperative for Democrats 
who are not (or not quite) candidates for 
their party’s presidential nomination in 1960. 
Earlier samplers of sentiment in the Golden 
State were Senators Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts and Humphrey of Minnesota. 

The travelers were given a hearty welcome 
by Gov. Pat Brown, another non-candidate 
who evidences a fine affection for all such 
visitors despite the fact that he does not want 
them meddling in the state’s 1960 presidential 
preference primary. Brown expects to be 
California’s favorite-son candidate, and he 
could go on from there. Exactly who is woo- 
ing whom is, at this point, a bit obscure. 


Into the 20th Century 


The County Council’s prompt and decisive 
decision to override Supervisor McNary’s flu- 
oridation veto is a major step toward bringing 
the county into the twentieth century. The 
five Councilmen who stood up for the public 
interest are to be commended. They are 
Democrats Maurice M. Abramson, Russell A. 
Grantham and Chairman Thomas C. Dunne, 
and Republicans Richard A. Hetlage and John 
F. Molloy. 

Mr. McNary’s veto message demonstrated a 
vast ignorance of the subject he was dealing 
with and especially with the first principles 
of public administration. In technical and 
scientific matters such as this one, a prudent 
public official (as Mr. McNary pretends to be) 
without scientific or technical training must 
consult qualified experts. To a man, they as- 
sert that fluoridation is a proved, safe and 
effective method of reducing dental decay in 
children. 

The decision of the anti-fluoridation group 
to drop its threatened attempt to force a refer- 
endum suggests it had made a count of noses 
and decided it couldn’t produce the 14,000 or 
so signatures required to throw the issue into 
the public arena. Had Mr. McNary canvassed 
the results of a Kirkwood vote on this issue in 
1957 he would have realized the opposition 
was noisy but not especially strong. In Kirk- 
wood fluoridation won by almost three to one 
when timid city officials passed the buck to 
the people. 

Maplewood has decided to test the validity 
of the fluoridation ordinance. This ought to 
settle the legal question once and for all. As- 
suming a favorable court decision, the only 
problem then is the minor mechanical one 
of preparing to fluoridate. We are glad to 
see that County Water intends to get on with 
that task without delay. 


Sound Idea for Illinois 


By a vote of 14 to 5, the Illinois Senate’s 
Executive Committee has rejected a bill to 
establish by 1960 a single board to govern 
Illinois’ six public state universities. 

This vote does not, however, represent final 
rejection of the idea of unifying the Illinois 
system of state higher education. Several 
Senators who opposed the Senate bill an- 
nounced their support of a House bill to direct 
the Commission of Higher Education to pre- 
sent a plan for unification of the boards not 
later than April 1, 1961. That would be in 
time for decision in the Legislature that will 
be elected next year. 

When Adlai E. Stevenson proposed bringing 
the three boards—two appointive and one 
elective—together in 1951, he said the bill 
would not pass but that there had to be a be- 
ginning. Today there is far more support 
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vanced air defense also have a good argument:

Here again the Senate has an important 
question before it: What are the relative 
merits of a powerful retaliatory potential 
which cannot be knocked out in surprise at- 
tack 2s compared wih a less powerful retalia- 
tory system and a strong air defense? Would 
not our deterrent power be magnified by 
concentrating on the Polaris and other solid- 
fuel missiles which could be fired from under- 
ground shelters? 


Revolt in Nicaragua 

Only a carefully defined investigation, as 
ordered by the Organization of American 
States, can determine whether the OAS can or 
should act further as to Nicaragua. 

Under its several treaties, the OAS is au- 
thorized to help defend any American republic 
against outside attack. Economic sanctions 
and even the use of armed force are per- 
mitted. Thus the OAS could rush a commis- 
sion of inquiry to Panama when it was threat- 
ened by a small band of invaders who were 
mostly Cuban. 

But civil war and internal revolt against 
domestic rule do not call for drastic OAS ac- 
tion unless a threat to the peace of other na- 
tions cn be determined. The Nicaraguan 
case may recall that of Guatemala in 1954, 
when a band of rebels under Col. Castillo 
Armas entered from Honduras and overthrew 
a pro-Communist government. The OAS did 
not intervene. 

It will be the task of the OAS inquiry com- 
mission to determine the facts in Nicaragua. 
Are boatloads of revolutionaries being shipped 
from Cuba, as President Luis Somoza charges? 
Or does the revolt have a broad base in do- 
mestic discontent, and are its leaders native 
Nicaraguans, as the rebels contend? 

Both the United States and its Latin Ameri- 
can sister republics will be cautious about 
rushing to the aid of semi-dictatorship, but 
the nature of the Nicaraguan regime is not 
the determining factor. If the revolt is a le- 
gitimate internal affair, there are no grounds 
for further OAS action. 


Olympics for Everybody 

Avery Brundage, American president of the 
International Olympic Committee, is good at 
sticking to his guns and intends to do so in a 
dispute with the State Department involving 
Red China. 

In Munich recently the I.0.C. looked facts 
in the face and decided that the Red Chinese 
Olympic Committee represented mainland 
China’s athletes. TheI.0.C. agreed to permit 
the Nationalist Chinese to apply for participa- 
tion in the Olympic games on behalf of For- 
mosa only. Now the State Department calls 
the decision “a clear act of political discrimi- 
nation,” and the Nationalists speak of 
“betrayal.” 

These charges put the political shoe on the 
wrong foot. The Olympic games are expected 
to be international and non-political. Hence 
the Olympic commitee recognizes sports or- 
ganizations and not governments, and honors 
individual athletes and not nations. On that 
basis, the I.0.C had no honest choice but to 
admit that the Formosa government does not 
represent mainland Chinese athletes. 

The charges also are inconsistent. The 
Chinese Nationalists attended the third Asian 
games as representatives of Formosa alone. 
And though an American Olympic officer now 
says Red Chinese “cannot participate” in the 
Winter Olympics at Squaw Valley, the State 
Department last year agreed that they could. 

Recognizing Red Chinese athletes is not the 
same thing as recognizing the Red Chinese 
government, but the State Department and 
its Nationalist friends seem to confuse the 
two.

In the Wake of the Tornado 


St. Louis Red Cross Reports on How It Met Emergency and on Work Thereafter 


From a Report by the 
American National Red Cross, 
Midwestern Area 


Torrential rains pelted St. Louis on 
the night of Feb. 9. Attentive to the 
late evening forecast for heavy thun- 
derstorms, the city closed its windows 
and went to bed. Thirty minutes later,

little more than five minutes, the torna- 

do was spent. 

St. Louis mourned the storm’s tragic 
toll of 21 dead. But it was the living— 
the 229 injured and the more than 3000 
families suffering loss — who needed 
immediate help, and the generosity 
and humaneness of an entire city 
reached out to provide help in its full- 
est measure through its American Red 
Cross. 

In less than an hour after the torna- 
do hit, Red Cross went into action— 
putting into practice all of the pre-dis- 
aster training and planning of years. 
Four Red Cross shelters were opened 
to give all homeless families temporary 
housing, clothing and food. Red Cross 
canteens toured the tornado’s path of 
ruin, night ard day, feeding thousands 
of victims and emergency workers. 


At registration centers set up at four 
strategic points in the disaster area, 
hundreds of families applied for help 
and Red Cross workers issued emer- 
gency orders for food, furniture, cloth- 
ing and rent to meet each family’s 
immediate needs. 


During the emergency period, 1400

volunteer workers were on the job, 
many of them spurred to almost super- 
human work without sleep by the mo- 
mentum and urgency of the disaster. 
Through their efforts and the untiring 
work of the Red Cross staff, housing 
was found for all of the homeless and 
the Red Cross shelters were closed 
only six days after the storm. 
Through the extraordinary co-opera- 
tion of the St. Louis newspapers, radio 
and television industries, an emergency 
appeal was made for funds; and a 
special Tornado Relief Fund drive was 
launched by the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, the receipts to be administered 
by the Red Cross. The generous and 
immediate response to these combined 


efforts by St. Louisans and people from 
all parts of the country was over- 
whelming, so much so that in a period 
of five days after the storm it was 
announced that sufficient funds would 
be raised to meet the Red Cross ex- 
penditure for the disaster-caused needs 
of St: Louis’ tornado-stricken families. 

But the less publicized and more 
complex job of rehabilitation continued 
as experienced disaster workers inter- 
viewed the afflicted families to deter- 
mine their individual needs for further 
assistance from Red Cross. When reg- 
istration was closed, five weeks after 
the tornado, 949 families had registered 
with Red Cross for additional help. 

Since the Red Cross rehabilitation 
program is designed to help each fam- 
ily restore its capacity to provide those 
basic needs required to reach and 
maintain its predisaster standard of 
living, long-term assistance is deter- 
mined by individual family resources 
including insurance and is based on 
need not loss. 


Rehabilitation awards to disaster 
victims in St. Louis varied from $300 
to $3000. These included replacement 
of furniture, clothing, and groceries, 
and over-all maintenance where the 
head of the family was: unemployable 
because of injuries sustained in the 
tornado; payment of rent afd the re- 
pair of owner-occupied homes; replace- 
ment of occupational tools and sup- 
plies; and payment of medical ex- 
penditures. 

In addition to the tangible things 
done in the wake of terrifying storm, 
the people of St. Louis, through their 
American Red Cross, have given their 
stricken neighbors that something 
which is more difficult to define. Hun- 
dreds of families left saddened and 
destitute by the disaster were given 
back their pride and their hope, their 
place to live and their reason for living.

Between Book Ends _ Unique Role of Six Countries 


CENTRAL AMERICA: THE CRISIS 
AND THE CHALLENGE, by John D. 
Martz. (University of North Carolina 
Press, 356 pgs., $7.50.) 


They are sometimes called “‘banana 
republics,” but this is a misnomer. 
And moreover, most Americans north 
of the border can’t tell them apart. 
But the six small Central American 
countries—the smallest of them, El 
Salvador, almost exactly the same size 
as Massachusetts—play a unique role 
in the Americas. Geographically and 
strategically important as the link be- 
tween North and South America, these 
nations—Costa Rica, El Salvador, Gua- 
temala, Honduras, Nicaragua, Panama 
—furnish the United States with much 
needed raw materials and agricultural 
products. 

But these nations are not 
as had been expected at the end of 
World War II. They have been going 
through long series of economic and 
political crises—either individually or 
as a region—and there is little prospect 
of betterment in the coming decade. 

In “Central America: The Crisis and 
the Challenge,’’ John D. Martz attempts 
to give answers to the problems facing 
the region. Much of his material is 
vital, and he has given us a most read- 
able book. 

As one who has traveled in some of 


these countries, this reviewer can sup- 
port much that Mr. Martz has to say. 
Certainly, as the author himself is 
aware, his volume is the first real 
study of this critical region in the past 
25 years or so. Individual countries 
have been treated by other authors, but 
the overall view has been neglected. 
However, having said this, I should 
like to take strenuous exception to the 
author’s handling of the Costa Rica 
story. He has appeared to swallow 
almost without question the opposition 
line to the role of former President 
Jose Figueres—whose term ended last 
year. Mr. Martz gives little credit to 
the economic, political, foreign affairs, 
and governmental record of the Fig- 
ueres Administration. Other observers, 
including Romulo Betancourt, Vene- 
zuela’s new liberal-democratic Presi- 
dent, and Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr., 
the Harvard historian, believe “‘Pepe”’ 
Figueres to be one of the leading 
liberal spokesmen in Latin America. 
If there were excesses during his term 
of office, they were the result of the 
unstable arrangements within Costa 
Rica, following years of turmoil and, 
at times, of inaction, not so much the 
result of any misdirection by Senor 
Figueres. i

The sponsors of the re- 
port are among the most dis- 
tinguished men in American sci- 
ence, and they make it clear 
that to improve American edu- 
cation very important reforms 
are needed in the recruiting of 
teachers and in the curricula 
which they teach. 

What they do say is that these 
reforms will have to be paid for 
and they imply that no one is 
really serious about the im- 
provement of education who 
does not want to think about 
raising more money. 


Task of the Schools. 


The best discussion of the prob- 
lem of money and education is 
to be found in’ the Rockefeller 
Brothers report under the title 
of “The Pursuit of Excellence.” 
To see the problem clearly, says 
the report, we must realize that 
since 1870 “we have heaped 
upon our educators one of the 
most heroic assignments a so- 
ciety could have invented.” 


The assignment has been to 
educate the whole mass of the 
American people. Between 1870 
and 1955 our population has | 
been multiplied by four. But

The real question is how to 
raise the money. Here, we may 
begin by insisting that this coun- 
try can indubitably afford to 
raise the money. From 1930 to 
1957 the expenditure on educa- 
tion was more or less stationary 
at about 3.5 per cent of the 
gross national product. It has 
now risen to about 4 per cent. 


Less Money Per Pupil. 


As the gross national product 
has risen since 1930, the amount 
spent on education has risen 
too. But it has not risen fast 
enough “to keep pace with the 
rise in enrollments. Thus, in 
fact, less money is available for 
each pupil. 

There is more money. But the 
school population is much big- 
ger, There is, therefore, a grow- 
ing shortage in our educational 
facilities, in classrooms, and in 
teachers and the like, to deal 
with our expanding population. 


If we adopt the conclusion of 
the President’s committee, we 
should be prepared to spend, by 
say 1967, something like 30 bil- 
lions. It is generally estimated 
that by 1967 the gross national 
product will be around 600 bil- 
lions. Thus, the expenditure for 
education would rise from about 
4 per cent, as at present, to 
about 5 per cent of the gross 
national product. 

This percentage looks small, 
but the real figures are big, and 
the most difficult question arises 
as to how these extra 15 billion 
dollars a year are to be raised.

There is no use expecting or 
hoping that the whole new bur- 
den of costs can be borne by 
the states.

‘SIR KINAHAN CORNWALLIS, 
EXPERT ON MIDEAST, DIES 


BASINGSTOKE, England, June 
5 (AP)—Sir Kinahan Cornwallis, 
who was instrumental in creating 
the kingdom of Iraq, died 
Wednesday at his home. He was 
76 years old. 

Cornwallis went from Oxford 
University into the Sudan civil 
service in 1906. At the outbreak 
of World War I he was named 
director of the Egyptian govern- 
ment’s Arab Bureau, which 
planned T. E. Lawrence’s activi- 
ties rallying the Arabs to the 
aid of the Allies. 

After the war Cornwallis be- 
came a British political officer 
in Syria, where he met the Emir 
Feisal. It was Cornwallis who 
was entrusted with offering Fei- 
sal the throne when the British 
decided to make Iraq a mandat- 
ed kingdom. 

Cornwallis stayed on as an 
adviser to Feisal until 1935, when 
he retired. He was recalled to 
duty in 1941 to serve as British 
ambassador to Baghdad, a post 
he held until 1945.

Bishop Sheen said nuclear war 
was “suicidal” and he did, not 
think the Russians would seek 
a general conflict. He questioned 
the worth of international con- 
ferences in ihe light of known 
Communist attitudes. He re- 
called the words of the Soviet 
wae le kna deceit 

“Every lie, very, 
and ruse must be used to further 
world revolution.” 

What. should concern the 
Christian and democratic na- 
tions, Bishop Sheen said, is the 
question phrased by Abraham 
Lincoln, “‘not whether God is on 
our side, but whether we are 
on His side.” 

Bishop Sheen said he had ut- 
most confidence that Devine 
Providence would take care of 
the Communist scourge provided 
the West made itself worthy of 
divine protection.

Farm Realty 
Prices Firm 
To Strong 


** LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Both 
‘prices and demand for farm real 
estate will continue firm or in- 
crease this year, the president 
of the National Institute of Farm 
Brokers declared here. 


R. D. Seden, Vista, Cal., in an 
address before an educational 
meeting for farm brokers at 
Purdue University, said these 
facts were brought out in a just- 
completed national survey by the 

esearch department of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards. The Farm Brokers In- 
stitute is a professional affiliate 
of NAREB. 

“Last year, farm real estate 
values showed a 6 per cent in- 
crease. Since 1954 they have 
jumped 27 per cent. Our survey 

Y$ndicates that land prices will 
increase or remain steady in all 
areas this year,” Seden said. 

He told his audience that one 
of the major demand factors 
‘serving to keep the price of 

‘ural acreage high is the expan- 
sion of existing farms. 
Part-time Sales Up. 

“This has been more apparent 
fn recent years, and the tend- 
ency will continue if we are to 
thave the greatest economic pro- 
duction,” the California farm 
real estate expert explained. 
“These farmers who are adding 
to their home place are in a 
position to bid prices up higher 
than other buyers.” 

He listed as additional factors 
behind the high price tags on 
farm land: (1) the purchase of 
additional acreage by farmers 
to offset allotment cuts on their 
home farm; (2) the fact that 
many farms are better improved 
than ever before; and (3) the 
continued interest in part-time 
farming. 

In regard to the latter, Seden 
said the NAREB survey had 
shown a mounting desire by

TO FORCE LAYING OF SEWER 


U.S. JURY INDICTS 9 
FOR PRISONER ABUSE 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (UPI) 
—A special federal grand jury 
today indicted nine present and 
former deputy sheriffs of Mont- 
gomery county, Ohio, on charges 
of brutality and mistreating 16 
prisoners 


Attorney General William P. 
Rogers said the indictment was 
based on federal law which for- 
bids authorities to deprive a 
citizen of his civil rights. 

those indicted was 
Robert C. Beckett, former chief 
of the Montgomery county 


at Dayton. con- 
cerned alleged mistreatment of 
16 individuals who had been held 


in custody in the Montgomery 
county sheriff’s office. 

Specifically, the defendants 
were accused of using physical 
brutality to extract confessions. 
They also were charged with 
administering ‘‘summary punish- 
ment”’ on individuals held in cus- 
tody; unlawful arrest and deten- 
tion; and permitting an assault 
on a prisoner by a third person. 

The other defendants were Jon 
F. Schwergert, John R. Schroder, 
William R. Thompson, Joseph 
Wood, Harlan Grooms, Merrill 
Smith, Lester King and Albert J. 
Packard, 


Assistant Attorney General W. 
Wilson White, chief of the de- 
partment’s civil rights division, 
said that normally the function 
of safeguarding the rights of in- 
dividuals belongs to the states. 

“When however, it is charged 
that agents of a state or persons 
acting under color of its laws 
have deprived a citizen of his 
rights, an obligation rests upon 
the federal government to see to 
it that action is taken to redress 
such wrongs, and by federal 
prosecution if necessary,” he 
said. ‘“‘The Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution is the 
source of this obligation.” 

If convicted, the difendants 
face a maximum penalty of $1000 
fine, one year in prison or both 
on each count. 


AEC SIGNS TWO CONTRACTS

The Atomic Energy Commission 
announced today signing of two 
contracts for a $14,100,000 nu- 
clear power plant at Piqua, 0.

The announcement, issued by 
AEC Chairman John A. McCone, 
said the reactor, designed to 
produce 11,400 net kilowatts of 
electricity, will be fueled by 
slightly enriched uranium. 


The city of Piqua is to provide 
the nuclear plant site and con- 
ventional turbine generator, and 
operate the entire plant for five 
years as part of its electric 
power and industrial steam dis- 
tribution system. It will purchase 
from the AEC steam produced 
by the reactor. Atomics Inter- 
national will construct the 
reactor.

Scabies---A Big Itch Easily Cured 


By Joseph G. 
Molner, M.D. 


I can sympathize. I had 


my answer (although I hope 
not!) but here are the facts. 
Scabies is easy to get and easy 
to cure, The itchy affliction is 
caused by a mite, a small in- 
sect which is big enough to see 
under a microscope. Well, you 
can see one, if you know where 
it is, with the naked eye, but it’s 
too smal] to identify positively. 
Anyway, the female of the 
mite species has the irritating 


more likely to be affected, but 
the trunk can be, too. Rarely, 
however, will the face or scalp 
be attacked, except in infants. 


If you have any reason to 
think you have been exposed, the 
best thing to do is wash 
thoroughly. Scrub the mites off 
before they can dig foxholes in 
your personal property. 


If they do dig in, sulphur is 
the best treatment, although 
there are some other medica- 
tions that have been used suc- 
cessfully. The sulphur can be ap- 
plied as an ointment, or in a 
soapy preparation that lathers 
up. Then you let it dry on the 
skin. It’s smelly, but a few ap- 
plications do the work. 


And that fs the point at which 
my reader, in this case, is go- 
ing to be unhappy with my an- 
swer, because she tells me she 
has been afflicted for a long 
time now, and is beginning to 
give up hope. (Maybe by the 
time she reads this, she’ll have 
won the battle. I pray this is 
so.) 


Here, however, are two pos- 
sible causes of the trouble con- 
tinuing longer than is usual. 
First, is it really scabies, or 
something else? In the case of 
scabies, the doctor can coax the 
mite out of the burrow in the 
skin, and have definite proof 
then and there. 

Second, the condition is so 
itchy that you do a lot of

scratching, and this in turn can 
lead to complications such as 
infections or impetigo. 


Indeed, in some instances 
the victim can overdo the 
ointment treatments and (per- 
haps if the skin is unusually 
sensitive) develop a dermititis, 
or skin rash which persists and 
continues te itch after the 
mites, the original villains 
have been driven off. 


When a case hangs on in such 
fashion, I would not delay going 
to a skin specialist. Let him take 
over the treatment while you 
stop worrying. 

These mites, which seem so 
fond of us, are ordinarily passed 
from person to person, although 
there are varieties which may be 
picked up by cats, dogs, lions, 
camels and other animals, Some 
hunters have picked up mites 
while skinning foxes.

Good, Warm-Hearted Co medy 


“IT HAPPENED TO JANE,” at the FOX is indicative 
of the Hollywood comedy comeback. Producer-director Rich- 
ard Quine, working from Norman Katkov’s screen play, has 
done it in the warm and human style of the old Frank Capra 
comedies so that in addition to being bright 
and funny it is very appealing. 
It is the history of a feud between a 
spunky widowed lobster grower in Maine, 
(Doris Day) and an old-time ruthless 
railroad tycoon, John Foster Malone, beau- 
tifully caricatured with comic fiendishness 
by Ernie Kovacs. It all starts when a lob- 
ster shipment is spoiled by neglect of the railroad and the 

' fighting widow, through her attorney (Jack Lemmon) slaps an 
attachment on a train stopped at the town. A New York news- 
paper man (Steve Forrest) who also has a romantic interest 
in the lobster lady blows the case up into a big story, and it 
soofi becomes a national cause celebre of the individual vs. 
the giant corporation, with Doris appearing on national TV 
quiz shows and the like. 

Miss Day, with that scrubbed look, so fresh and homey 
(she looks just like the lobster lady next door) is ideal for 
the scrappy heroine, churning with indignation, green-blue 
eyes blazing with spirit or aglow with enthusiasm. Kovacs 
gives us one of ‘the most delightful ogres seen on the screen 
in years. Bald-headed, chewing a cigar as if his teeth were 
grinding his opponents to shreds, lashing his subordinates 
with uncouth barks and growls, he plots his moves and coun- 
ter-moves with a wicked gleam in his eyes. Shut the town 
off from supplies to make the wench come to terms, or charge 
her an enormous rent for the track on which the captured 
train stand, or, when she and her attorney friend try to run 
the train to rush her lobsters to market, route them all over 
the countryside in a wild finish to the picture. No one ever 
licked John Foster Malone, he chuckles diabolically. He ought 
to get an Oscar nomination for supporting actor for this one. 


Arthur Miller Drama in French. | 


IT’S A PITY no Hollywood film company saw fit to make 
a movie out of Arthur Miller’s play about witch-hanging in 
Salem, Mass., in 1692, “THE CRUCIBLE,” and that a French 
company had to do it. But it turns out a powerful drama and 
a stirring experience nevertheless. The 
picture is showing at the APOLLO ART. 
At first it seems strange to hear the Puri- 
tans speaking French (there are English 
‘ subtitles); the whole atmosphere seems 
Gallic and the villagers and farmers seem 
more like French peasants than English 
Puritans. Simonet Signoret as Elizabeth, 
the wife of farmer John Proctor, does have the austere, cold 
countenance that makes her seem a flinty Puritan, but Yves 
Montand, as Proctor, seems anything but with his. dark fev- 
erish eyes and scraggly black beard. 


But Jean-Paul Sartre’s adaptation, the direction of Ray- 
mond. Bouleau, and Claude Renoir’s brooding photography 
bring it so richly to life that one forgets that impression. It 
is a disturbing and gripping account of superstition, mass 
hysteria, religious bigotry and fanaticism, and of human 
courage. 


A strange hysteria attacks a number of adolescent girls 
in the village, who go into wild, screaming, moaning fits in 
which they howl gibberish. Proctor, rebuffed by his frigid 
wife, turns to a wanton young maid servant, Abigail, (played 
by Mylene Demongeot, a girl who looks something like Brig- 
itte Bardot), and is surprised by his wife in the girl’s bed- 
room. The wife evicts the maid, who plans to kill her in 
revenge. Abigail joins the other girls in voodoo rites con- 
ducted by Tituba, a West Indian slave owned by the village 
minister. The girls, led on by Abigail, charge they have been 
bewitched by various old women, and the malicious Abigail 
sees that her former mistress is accused. Proctor is ar- 
rested with his wife. 


The hysteria grows and a fanatic colony official (Ray- 
mond Rouleau) takes up the prosecution of the suspects. The 
torturing of Proctor to try to make him confess, his alternate 
courage and self-doubt, his finding love with his wife, who is 
spared because she becomes pregnant, and finally the hang- 
ing of Proctor and two old women while a mob tries to save 
them are shown in moving and harrowing detail. (Actually 
19 were hanged in the witch-hunt.) The film mounts steadily 
in power to its horrifying climax and ranks as one of the best 
foreign films of the year. 


African Adventure Road Company 


METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER seems to have had a lot of 
old film left over from its 1950 African movie, “King Solo- 
mon's Mines,” and has remade the tall H. Rider Haggard 
adventure story into something called “WATUSI,” now avail- 
able for inspection at LOEW’S STATE, 
This is what might be called the road com- 
pany, with George Montgomery, Taina Elg 
and David Farrar taking the roles, some- 
what rewritten and altered, that Stewart 
Granger, Deborah Kerr and Richard Carl- 
son had in the original. 

The terrific stampede of thousands of 
animals before a brush fire is used again, and so are the 
dances of the tall Watusi warriors, and some animal shots. 
Many others of the adventures, which seem a combination 
of Trader Horn and the Perils of Pauline, are staged anew, 
with the accent on the “staged.” Montgomery, except for his 
bared chest, isn’t very impressive, and there is more than a 
touch of ham in many of the scenes. 


Why did they go to the trouble of remaking this? Seems 
to me it would have been smarter to reissue the 1950 film, 
which in spite of some defects was rousing adventure stuff. 


Young Western 


“THE YOUNG LAND,” at the ESQUIRE is a picture with 
young, comparatively unknown players except for Dan O’Her- 
lihy, but it’s rather different for a Western and refreshing up 
to the point of a rather ridiculous ending. 

eas It has Pat Wayne, John Wayne’s 18-year- 
old son, as an American sheriff in California 
in 1848, just following its acquisition by the 
United States. (History is repeating itself. 
The producer is Patrick Ford, son of direc- 
tor John Ford, who first brought John 
Wayne to stardom in “‘Stagecoach.’’) Pat, 
a pleasant-faced, rangy and raw-boned lad, 
has promise of being a top Western star. He can’t act very 
well, but then his father never found acting necessary either. 

This shavetail sheriff, who never carries a gun, arrests a 
ruthless gunman who has just wantonly killed a Mexican. 
Question: Is killing Mexicans against the law? The boys in 
the saloon don’t think so, but a stern federal judge (Mr. 
O’Herlihy) does, and the judge’s efforts to conduct a fair 
trial in an atmosphere of prejudice and hate is the theme of 
the story. Any serious claim to dramatic integrity is lost, 
however, when, after a silly sentencing by the judge, the 
killer escapes and has to be picked off in the usual gun duel 
by the sheriff. 


Yvonne Craig, a pretty unknown, is the innocent Mexican 
heroine. Dennis Hopper, 21, plays the killer with a weak, 
twitchy venom, something the way Elvis Presley might do it 
if he studied at Actors’ Studio. Dimitri Tiomkin and Ned 
Washington, old pros at Western theme ballads, have. con- 
tributed a good title song, ‘Strange Are the Ways of Love,” 
which has absolutely nothing to do with the picture. 

The second feature is “HEY, BOY! HEY, GIRL,” which 
stars Louis Prima, the trumpet player who looks like an 
amiable gorilla, and his poker-faced wife, singer Keely Smith. 
Its dramatics are rather primitive, but the stars, along with 
the Witnesses, do beat out some lively musical numbers, which 
after all, is what the plot is just an excuse for.

I OPENED my night-club career at the Chez Paree in Chi- 
cago in September 1953. It was a brave new field. I had no idea 
of what it might mean to my future. No other opera star, cer- 
tainly never one who had been called ‘“‘queen at the Met” for 
more than a decade, had ever done such a thing.

I 
swore never to do it again. 

A year later, as so often hap- 
pens, other leaven started work- 
ing. One of Jimmy Durante’s 
pals had heard me laughing on 
a Duffy’s Tavern broadcast with 
Ed Gardner. He spotted me for 
future reference. He went to his 
boss, perhaps one of the greatest 
entertainers America has ever 
produced, with his overwhelming 
humor, his simple magnificent 
humanity. Durante, I understand, 
was as frightened and baffled by 
the proposition as I was. “Sure, 
I know she can sing,”’ he said. 
“What I wanna know, can she 
strut? Everybody around me 
hasta strut!” 

When I heard of this, it 
piqued my curiosity. I watched 
the program to find out what 
a strut was. I practiced it in 
private in my bedroom. I guess 
Durante was practicing his 
role of Siegfried while I was 
growling the blues. We were 
finally brought together and 
eyed each other with mutual 
suspicion. Finally Durante 
went over to the piano and 
commenced to play and sing. 
I followed him. We worked 
out a hilarious act which re- 
sulted in that first historic tel- 
ecast late in 1950. It was fol- 
lowed by half-a-dozen more 
appearances with Jimmy. 

Durante, of course, used to 
break me up as much as he 
did the audience. The first 
time I strode on in full Brunn- 
hilde armor he gasped: “Holy 
smoke, she’s been drafted!” 
His efforts to pin a corsage 
somewhere on my amply de- 
fended person (ending up with 
tacking it onto my skirt), sent 
me into hysterics. I think. my 
laugh broke him up more than 
a little, too. Altogether, it was 
a highly satisfying combina- 
tion. The show was deemed 
the top of the season despite 
the sniffs of my more frare- 
fied friends. “Theatrically 
speaking,” said one critic, “I 
hope Traubel and Durante 
team up for life.” 

After the first Durante show, 
fan mail came in bags. Thou- 
sands of letters fluttered down 
and few mentioned my voice. 
They said I was a wonderful 
girl, that I had brought them 
happiness, they still chuckled 
over my appearance (in the 
burlesque Walkure episode), 
and most of them said some- 
thing like “we love to see you 
and hear you laugh.” 

This kind of sentiment was 
a revelation to me. I was be- 
ing ‘appreciated for myself for 
almost the first time. Others 
had cared for me because of 
my voice, which I had always 
felt as a treasure given to me 
to take care of and develop. 
But never before had I felt 
this vast affection for me alone 
and the hell with my voice. 

It was a wonderful feeling. I 
secretly determined to do all I 
could to keep it. There seemed 
to be no way to further it ex- 
cept by spot appearances on TV 
programs, I had long ago be- 
come bored with radio and its in- 
visible audience. I was getting 
top fees of $5000 and more for 
my concert appearances, I was 
approaching a surfeit at the 
Met. What new horizons were 
left to me, it seemed, depended 
almost entirely on my appeal to 


this audience that so far had 
been outside my knowledge. 

So when Durante came back to 
our house one day and stam- 
mered a request for me to ap- 
pear at a Las Vegas night club, 
I was dumbfounded. “What 
would I do?” I said. Durante 
scowled. “Ya do the same t’ing 
ya done wit’ me,” he cried. He 
said he had been asked by some 
of his friends there to get me to 
appear. “Da boys t’ink you're 
sensational!”’ he told me. 

His opinion gave me a good 
deal of thought. There were 
other facts, as well. Within a 
month I had received offers to 
appear in various ways that 
would have netted me about half 
a million dollars in the next 
year, I had already been ac- 
cused of sniffing out opportuni- 
ties for cashing in, insinuations 
which, under the tax structure 
that Bill and I already enjoyed, 
were totally silly. It did mean 
that I was wanted, even needed, 
to sing and entertain in other 
spots. 

I had to turn down Las Vegas. 

I felt I was not ready to face 
the critical appraisals of the 
club habitues after they had seen 
so many other excellent acts. I 
thought I might be/willing to 
accept a three-week (stint at the 
Chez Paree, a place \my agents 
cunningly described qs “‘a little 
old night club in Chict®pe.”’ As 
I found out afterward, the Shez 
and the Copacabana in New 
York were actually the zenith for 
any night-club act. 

I blandly went on to toss my- 
self to the wolves at ringside. I 
put together a program of Vien- 
nese music, semi-classical se- 
lections, operatic medleys, and 
modern tunes. I was fortunate 
enough to secure the services of 
a couple of superb young 
writers, Lawrence and Lee, 
later to become famous in their 
own right for a play called ‘‘In- 
herit the Wind’”’ and the musical 
adaptation of the classic ‘‘Auntie 
Mame,” to scribble chatter for 
me. They coined what seemed 
to my humor to be a deathless 
line to introduce the “St. Louis 
Blues”: _ ‘Now I will sing for 
you a folk ballad made famous 
by the peasants of my native 
village.”” They refused any pay 
for their work, so I sneaked 
them a couple of good wrist 
watches, suitably engraved. As 
I recall, the musical arrange- 
ments were worked out on the 
plane en route to Chicago. The 
arranger was still scribbling in 
our suite as we arrived. 

I appeared, and was a suc- 
cess, much to my relief. ‘‘It’s 
always the same when Helen 
appears,” said a friend to Bill 
after opening night. ‘Always 
the same?” demanded Bill, 
bristling. “Yes,” sighed the 
other, “always cataclysmic.” 

The best compliment I re- 
ceived after the opening was a 
very serious request from one 
of the four bosses who owned 
the Chez Paree. As a backer of 
that swank, rococo place, he 
came up to me, a big, lowering 
man, and growled: “Any time 
anybody bothers you anywhere 
in the States, you tell me.” 

After our engagement at the 
Chez we went on to New York, 
There I had my head-on colli- 
sion with Bing and then went 
down to Washington. We had 
an amazing press conference 
that looked as if I were a spy 
come to assassinate the Presi- 
dent. They had TV and news- 
reel cameras, reporters and 
critics, editors and leg women— 
I had never seen such a crowd. 
They backed me into a corner 
in my suite where Bill was pa- 
tiently trying to listen to the 
World Series. Reporters kept 
pushing their fingers in my face 


Home ‘Hazards 


NEW YORK, June 5 (AP). 


FOR. a young child, home is 
not only the most pleasant place 
in the world—it also is the most 
dangerous. 


Acco to the Children’s 
Bureau of the United States De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, nearly 5500 chil- 
dren under 15 die each year as 
the' result of accidents in the 
home. A majority of mishaps 
that result in injuries occur at 
home. 


The biggest cause of accident- 
al death among persons under 
15 is the automobile, which ac- 
counts for nearly 30 per cent of 
the total. Drowning is next in 
line, accounting for 14 per cent 
of childhood accidental deaths. 
But more than half the total are 
due to a broad class of accidents, 
including fire, suffocation, fally, 


’ 
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firearms and poison, which oc- 
cur most frequently in the home. 

The hazard of the home is 
even more apparent when non- 
fatal accidents are considered. 
Falls are the biggest factor here, 
contributing 37 per cent of the 
injuries. Cuts or punctures ac- 
count for 10 per cent, blows for 
7.5 per cent, and animal or in- 
sect bites for 7 per cent. Motor 
vehicles are involved in only 6 
per cent of children’s non-fatal 
accidents. 

As most mothers know, boys 
are involved in a disproportion- 
ate number of injuries—almost 
twice as many as girls. Accord- 
ing to estimates based on the 
first year of the National Health

and hollering: ‘You did it for 
money!” And I'd holler back: 
“What else?” It got to be a 
joke after a while to everyone 
but Bill, 

I was the object of some 
pointed questioning by the music 
critics of that city. Among them 
was Paul Hume of the Washing- 
ton Post who became famous as 
the first newspaper man to be 
personally threatened by a Pres- 
ident of the United States. Hume 
wanted to know if I really 
thought the “St. Louis Blues” 
was as good music as Wagner. 
I said: “Sure, W. C. Handy is 
just as good—in his own field.” 
The quizzing about taking money 
for singing continued as if I had 
betrayed my country. “No, I 
didn’t,” I said, “but if- I did, 
would it be such a terrible 
tragedy?” 

“Wasn’t it really the idea of 
big money coming in?” inquired 
another reporter. 

“No,” I said “It was really 
that I feel closer to my audience 
on a cabaret floor than I do on 
the Met stage.” 

There it rested. For the rec- 


ord, I must add that I have 


never regretted the decision. I | 
should have taken the step much 
earlier. I cannot agree that sing- 
ing is sacred to any place or 
any persons. It is a gift to as 
many as will accept it. 

My roasting by the newspaper- 
men, all in the spirit of good 
dirty digs, kept us from hearing 
the rest of the World Series. 
The fact that I would get paid— 
actually get good money—for ap- 
pearing in night clubs seemed a 
crime to the long hairs. The 
argument swept across the coun- 
try. The involuntary publicity 
was remarkable. I was booked 
for as many more night-club ap- 
pearances as I could accept. 
Riding on the wave of highbrow 
versus lowbrow, I was able to 
coast quite a way into the beach 
of public favor. I went on to ap- 
pear in such places as Las 
Vegas, Cuba, New York, Chi- 
cago, Dallas, Florida, Hollywood 
—at prices ranging from $5000 
up to $25,000 a week. My last 
appearance, as a matter of fact, 
was in September 1958. I intend 
to hit the road again whenever 
the inclination strikes me. There 
is something about meeting peo- 
ple face to face, in feeling the 
elation of giving them what they 
want, watching their faces as 
they take it in, which has no 

equal in my experience. 

To conclude a memoir at 
my age is a little like cheat- 
ing. It took me 36 years—until 
1939—to get where I dreamed 
of getting in the world of mu- 
sic. I figure I must live an ac- 
tive life in the profession at 
least that much longer. So my 
swan song is not due until I 
am a minimum of 72—until 
1975. 


Nevertheless, what I have 
said serves a purpose—for my- 
self and, I hope, for everyone 
who has had the patience and 
the sheer gumption to read 
this far. I have exposed myself 
to the life of sound and melody 
deliberately. Here I have giv- 
en myself away as much as I 
could. Not completely: I must 
save the best part of me for 
my own memories, 

Merely dropping names is a 
poor tribute to anyone. But I 
have so many memories of my 


their batons 
through a score! I remember 
George Zzell, one who could 
take an orchestra at the Met 
and give it his own inimitable 
driving force, sweeping every- 
thing else before it in a per- 
formance, going through the 
audience like 


performance, formulating his 
witty asides that we would 

hear later. There were the 

two Fritzes—Fritz Reiner and 

Fritz Busch—the first of whom 

was a man of great depth and 

feeling for a musical passage, 

a conductor who could take a 

score and back of a singer as 

if she were standing within 

the security of a palace of 
sound; the second, a man of 
outstanding gentleness, who 
made chords flow like a river, 
a great conductor in the realm 
of emotional, colorful . music. 
Towering among them all is 
Bruno Walter, a conductor who 
stands out in my mind not only 
for his clean-cut musicianship 
but for the fact that he begged 
me on a dozen occasions to 
learn the leading part in “Fi- 
delio,” Beethoven’s only opera. 
This I always refused to do— 
not that I honored myself less 
but Ludwig more. You see, 
the heroine of that particular 
opera wore tights. Not only 
that, she also wore a short 
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coat. I admit that her boots 
were long, but there was that 
eertain interval in between 
which, in my case, nothing 
could disguise. 

Rise Stevens, who could sing 
such a role and be perfect for it, 
was one of those performers who 
besides having a beautiful voice 
was a delightful person in her’ 
own right. Artur Rubenstein, 
one of the finest living pianists, 
who has a slight resemblance to 
an upside-down turnip when he 
plays, is another person whose 
range is far beyond that of his 
extraordinary talents. 

Lotte Lehmann, that remark- 
ably sweet singer, comes to me 
in a remembrance of her silently 
wringing her hands before her

whom I have the greatest admir- 
ation for her talent and endur- 
ance; I remember my sessions 
on TV with Arthur Godfrey, the 
redheaded genius of sales and 
easy does it.

High-Level Talks 


NEW YORK, June 5. 

I WONDER if the time has come to give up meetings 
of foreign ministers, as former President Truman practically 
Suggested in a newspaper article a few days ago. Such 
meetings seem to me to be an outworn method of discussion 
of questions that really affect the whole world. I think perhaps 
we had better become more accustomed to the use of the 
United Nations, especially in the earlier-stage discussion of 
such questions. 

Day by day our newspapers report no real advance in 
Geneva on the situation in Berlin. It seems to me that the 
world feeling has to be considered. Changes have come about 
in the attitude of the people toward even such important 
people as foreign ministers. 


Hf there is to be a summit conference, I hope 
that, too, will be under the auspices of the U.N. Such 
a conference would reap the benefit of the services 
that can be offered by trained personnel who cannot 
be suspected of playing any favorites in the argu- 
ments that might come about. These people would be 
obliged to look toward the good of the world as a 
whole, 


THE NATIONAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON FARM 
LABOR has just published a report that has been sent to each 
member of Congress as well as to leaders of various organi- 
zations. I think this report would be of interest to a great 
many people. 

Since the purpose of the committee is to do research on 
the farm labor question and to educate the public, it is 
interesting to find that there is a rather wide area of agree- 
ment on certain things advocated by those attending the 
two-day conference in Washington last February. 


For instance, they seem to agree that all farm 
workers, who how usually are exempted, should be 
included in federal and state laws requiring union 
recognition and collective bargaining, setting fair 
standards for wages and hours of work and providing 
for unemployment compensation. 


There also seems to be agreement that there should be 
special measures considered for migrant workers, both domes- 
tic and foreign, plus the establishment of a bureau of migra- 
tory labor in the Department of Labor to work for these 
improved standards, 

it is important for the growers who need migratory labor 
to have standards set and to know what is expected of them. 

. And it is equally important to consider the fact that many 


children are affected by conditions in areas where there must 


be migratory labor, and that these children represent the 
future just as much as do the children who live in stable 
communities. ;

THE BIRD MOST TYPICAL of 
wild Missouri, it has always 
seemed to us, is the pileated 

er. his handsome 


woodpeck T 
fellow is surpassed in size only 


by the extremely rare or per- 
haps extinct ivory billed wood- 
pecker, being up to 19 inches or 
more in length and with an 
equal wingspread. More toler- 
ant in its habitat than the ivory 
bill, which must have large 
areas of virgin hardwood forest 
in order to survive, the pileated 
has adapted itself to the second- 
growth forest and especially to 
the heavily timbered banks of 
streams. 


It is also quite tolerant of 
human beings, often being re- 
ported in our older suburbs 
where there are many large 
trees, And yet when you see one 
of these big fellows with sharply 
marked black and white plum- 
age and bright red cockade, 
winging across an Ozark valley 
on hard-driving pinions and giv- 
ing its loud cry, you are carried 
back in time to a wilder and 
more primitive day. This is the 
quality which the pileated has 
that endears him to every lover 
of the wilderness. ~ 


We hear the big birds every 
day at Possum Trot, and it is 
not unusual to have them in the 
yard. During a period of a year 
or more, in fact, they complete- 
ly demolished the stumps of two 
maple trees in front of the 
house, hammering away at the 
decaying wood each morning 
along about sunrise. 


Often we have looked for the 
nests of the big birds, knowing 
that with one or more pairs con- 
stantly in the neighborhood, they 
must raise their young here. 
Once or twice we were pretty 
sure we had them spotted, but a 
careful check proved we were 
wrong. This spring I especially 
wanted to discover the nesting 
woodpeckers in hopes of getting 
some color movies, but the time 
for making the search never pre- 
sented itself. Finally came a 
weekend afternoon when Ginnie 
said: ‘‘Now this is it. No com- 
pany, no emergencies — and we 
will just take a picnic down to 
the creek at the back of the 
farm. You take the fly rod along 
and maybe we’ll spot our birds 
while you’re wading or I’m mak- 
ing the fire for supper.” 


It was late when we started, 
as usually happens. But we drove 
to the back fields, parked the car 
and carried the makings for our 
picnic down to a clean gravel 
bar beside a swift-flowing rapid. 
We gathered firewood, set up the

cooking grill and camp chairs. 
Then I told Ginnie to have the 
toddy makin’s ready, took my 
rod and headed upstream a quar- 
ter mile to wade back down. 
Two or three changes of lure 
found one the black perch liked, 
although they weren’t hitting too 
well and I had plenty of time to 
watch and listen as I came 
along. 


It was after I’d passed our 
campground and told Ginnie 
to light the fire while I made a 
few more casts, that I heard the 
big woodpecker. It came flying 
upstream at the edge of the 
timber which borders the creek 
and, although it must have seen 
me, came to rest in a giant hack- 
berry tree. Without signs of 
hurry, I waded back to camp 
and exchanged fly rod for bin- 
oculars; then pushed cautiously 
downstream again, this time 
through the dense cover on the 
bank. Now the pileated gave his 
ringing call and finally took 
wing. I searched the dense fo- 
liage of the hackberry and a 
huge burr oak next to it, but 
could locate no dead limb big 
enough for a nest. Somewhat 
nearer to where I stood, how- 
ever, was a tall dead tree. Only 
two great snags reached high 
into the air and both these 
showed several holes and places 
where the woodpeckers had 
hacked away. One after another 
I examined these holes and 
finally, at one which seemed to 
have been recently worked, I 
stopped. Through the binoculars 
I detected a slight movement at 
the mouth of the hole and saw 
a tiny spot of red. Then a small 
head poked itself out and I knew 
we had found our pileated nest.

During that mighty ewing 
through space, Pluto euts 49 
million miles inside the orbit 
of Neptune. 

All of the large planets in 
outer parts of the solar sys- 
tem spin or rotate, at extreme 
speeds. Neptune, for example, 
rotates in 15 hours and 48 
minutes. 

The last word has not been 
written on the rotation rate 
of Pluto, but there is evidence 
that it spins slowly. One es 
timate places the rotation pe- 
riod of Piute at 156 hours. 

If Pinto really spins that 

slowly, it is a further indica- 
tion that it used to be a 
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Neptune and Pluto are fair- 
ly clos@® in their speed while 
going around the sun. Nep- 
tune travels three and a third 
miles a second fn its orbit, and 
Pluto makes about three miles 
a second. That is still another 
point whieh suggests that 
they once were sompanions.
